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KING GOVERNMENT! 
RESIGNED 


Ottawa, June 28.—Refused a dis- 
solution of-patliament by His Ex- 


cellency of Governor-General Pre- 
mier Mackenzie King this after- 
noon tendered his resignation to 
Baron Byng and it was accepted. 

The house adjourned very soon 
after the prime minister made this 
announcement, and efforts by Mr. 
Meighen to secure a conference with 
Mr. King were rejected on the 
ground that he is only a private 
member and that there is no longer 
a prime minister, After a very brief 
parley the house adjourned amid a 
wave of Conservative cheering. 

It was a very animated scene that 
characterized the opening this after- 
noon, Every member was in his 
seat, while the galleries were packed 
and hundreds were turned away. 

Ottawa, June 28.—Right Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, Conservative lead- 
er, returned to the Parliament build- 
ings from Government House this 
afternoon, where he had been sum- 
moned by the governor-general. 

The conference with His Excel- 
lency extended over one hour and it 
is understood that Lord Byng asked 
Mr. Meighen to form a government. 

Mr. Meighen after the interview 
declined to make any statement. He 
intimated that no statement would 
be made by him today. It is under- 
stood that a statement will be made 
in the house at the opening to- 
morow. 

Following the return of Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen.from his interview 
with the governor-general, the Con- 
servative leader entered into con- 
ference with cabinet members of his 
party. 

It is stated, although there is no 
official announcement, that Mr. 
Meighen has not yet been sworn in 
as prime minister. 

It is probable that the suggestion 
will be made in the house tomorrow 
that three or more members of the 
Conservative paty be appointed for 
the purpose of putting through re-

similar duties upon arrival. Sir 
George Perley will, during Mr. 
Meighen’s absence, have charge of | 
matters affecting the department of | 
external affairs and of the privy 
council. 

“These men have been assured re- 
sponsibility as acting minister as 
follow: 

“Sir Henry Drayton, finance de- 
partment and railways; Hon. R. J. 
Manion, health and soldiers’  re- 
establishment, post office, immigra- 
tion and labor departments; Sir 
George Perley, department of secre- 
tary of state and department of pub- 
lic works; Hon, H. H. Stevens, cus- 
toms, Indian affairs, mines, interior, 
agriculture and trade and commerce 
departments; Hon. Hugh Guthrie, 
justice and national defense; Hon.
